Tn reference to the great mecting on the 
church question near Dublin, an account of 
which we gaye in our Inst edition, the 
Dublin correspondent of the 7imes says :— 

“The cry sent forth from beneath the 
walls of Derry on Saturday, was caught up 
yesterday ut’ Killyman, County Tyrone, 
where amonster méeting of Orangemen was 
held on Tannamore-hill, It is reported in 
the Zrpresa to Lave been one of the most 
successtul open-air demonstrations which 
have yet been made aginst the bill. From 
10,000 to 12,000 people collected from a 
not yery populous district extending for 
miles round Killyman. The place of meet- 
ing was a hill situate on the demesne of 
Mr. Richard Lloyd, J.P, The platform 
and the chair were festooned with orange 
lilies and other flowers, Seventy-four 
lodges were represented, They marched 
into the fleld with bands at their heads, 
and wearing their sashes, and the air re- 
sounded with the tuacs of the ‘Boyne 
Water, and ‘Protestant Boys.’ A large 
force of police was on duty, ‘There was a 
numerous array of respectable persons on 
the platform, Mr. Lloyd, who is Deputy 
Grand Master of the County, took 
the chair, and gaye the keynote to the as- 
sembly, The time had passed, he said, 
whén # man need be ashamed to be called 
an Orangemen, He had been one for up 
wards of 40 years, and he had ‘made’ a 
good many, and hoped to make many 
wore, They had meet ‘to protect the 
Bible, and not allow Gladstone to seal the 
book, or to let Paul Cullen substitute 
another for it’ ‘They would never let Paul 
Cullen raise the host in the streets of Dub- 
lin, and establish “an Inquisition in Ireland, 
He promised that on the next 12th of July 
they would have another grand meeting, 
and Brother Johnson, of Ballykilbeg,would 
take the chair.

AN OUTRAGEOUS. PERFORMANCE 
IN PHILADELPHIA, 


Trapeze. 


(From the Philadelphia Enquirer.) 


A scene of considerable excitement occur: 
red at the American Theatre, Walnut st., 
above Eighth, on Saturday evening during 
the flying trapeze performance of two artista 
announced on the bills as Lilla and Zoe.— 
One of their feate consists in Lilla, a full- 
grown young woman, swinging herself by 
means of ropes suspended from the ceiling, 
from a platform erected in front of the 
gallery, entirely across the auditorium, un= 
til she touches with her feet a trapeze that 
hangs at considerable altitude over the or 
chestra. Securing herself on this trapeze 
with her feet, her body swings downwards, 
and she remains in that pogition while 
Zoe, a child of 11 yeurs of age, 
mounts the platform in the Gallery, and 
seizing the iron rings attached to the ropes 
mentioned, throws herself off, and darts 
towards Lilla, and when nearing her the 
child throws a sommersault in mid-air, and 
her only chance trom being crushed to 
death by falling from the dizzy height 
among the audience in the parquet, is being 
caught by Lilla, who hangs with head 
downwards from the trapeze. 

Certain death would be the result of the 
slightest mistake made by either of the 
performers. On Saturday evening the feat 
was successfully performed, it is true, but 
Lilla barely caught the child as she re- 
volved intheanir, As the latter was de- 
scending, however, to the stage, the man 
whose duty it was to catch her from the 
hands of Lilla,failed to do so, and the poor 
child fell to the platform placed over the 
orchestra, a distance of several feet, and 
struck her head and otherwise injured her- 
self. . 

‘The child was picked up, when she im- 
mediately placed her hands to her head, 
and it was apparent that she was seriously 
hurt. Notwithstanding this, she was most 
inhumanly ordered to remount the piatform 
in the gallery and repeat the feat. The 
child havent but such conduct on the part 
of those haying charge of the exhibition 
was too much for the audience to stand, 
and there was a upanimous cry of * No, 
no!” “Shame, shame!” “ Take her back,” 
“Take her back,” &c, In the meantime 
the child mounted the platform, and then 
stood ready to repeat the feat, but the 
audience rose en masse, to their great 
credit, and prevented the ropes from being 
handed to ber, Unable to combat auch a 
display of public indignation and disaproy- 
al, the child was ordered to retire, which 
she did amid the most tumultuous applause, 
Now whether she could have performed the 
feat again in her then condition will be 
seen from the following :

The ova being expressed 
from the female salmon and impregnated 
with the milt are placed on grills, In the 
troughs, so arranged that the water fows 
over and under them and hatch out in 150 
to 180 days. Great care and attention. is 
required for success, For the firat six 
weeks alter hatching the young fish need 
no feeding, being supported ity the oily 
egg which adheres to them. Afterwards 
they are fed with boiled bullock’s liver 
grated fine, Outside the buildings are 
ponds, made by damming the creck, where 
the young fish are kept til strong enough 
to journey to the sea, from whence they 
return, a8 they returned to Wilmot’s Creek 
to again give eggs for future hatching.— 
Fully seventy per cent of the eggs were 
successfully hatched out, a large proportion 
considering the delicate nature of the 
operation, Mr. Wilmot was equally suc- 
cessful with salmon trout and a cross be- 
tween them and salmon, His white-fish 
eggs were destroyed by an accident.

We should as s00n grow & corn crop ina 


forest as expect a good strawberry crop 
without the aseof manure, We are aware 
that many believe in letting the blackberry 
find its nourishment where it can, and it 1s 
pretty generally known that it will thrive 
well on soils where no other fruit can grow, 
but this does not alter the fact that judici- 
ous fertilization on any soil whatever returns 
back to the giver abundant crops of fruit 
over and over again, The editor bas fre-

Strawberry patches here and there through- 
out the country, and has watched the pro- 
gress of some Of them from the time of 
planting until fruiting, 

Tn nearly every case where manuring or 
cultivation was neglected the crop of fruit 
was small and the price realized yery low. 
While, on the other hand, wherever the 
fruit-grounds were well manured and cul- 
tivated the berries were larger, sweeter, 
better picked, and brought a better price 
in market. Hence, we say, it pays better 
to manure all kinds ot small fruit liberally, 
It will never pay a man to trust to the 
natural fertility of his soil. 

Wherever a good quantity of stable or 
barnyard maoure, let bim apply it broad- 
cast before planting or as a mulch over the 
plants during the winter; but where this is 
scarce or dear other articles must be used, 
Allfertilizers containing potash dissolved 
in a barrel of water will make the runners 


kept up or neglected. 
—Creaking doors is stopped by rubbing 
yellow soap on the hinges. This is better 
than oil.

Wood-ashes unleached are without doubt 
the very beat manure to be found, We 
saw a remarkable instance off this last sum 
mer, when a number of runners cut of from 
the praent plant happened to be planted in 
a field just where there remained the ashes 
of a bonfire ; before the end of the summer 
the runners were larger than their parents, 
Since then we bave bought up all the ashes 
we could find, and consider them cheap at 
twenty cents per bushel,—Horticulturist,

Hoeing and Haying. 

Conditions of soil and weather that are 
favorable to the growth of crops, are also 
favorable to the growth of eae , and un~ 
les# special and constant pains are taken to 
eradicate the weeds, they: will overtop and 
choke the crop, Such seems to be the order 
of Providence. The virtues and vices spring 
up and grow together, aud unless special 
culture is directed to the suppression of the 
latter, the former will yield but little ifany 
fruit. 

As in moral so in physical culture, a large 

portion of the time and atrength of the cul- 
tivator must be employed in removing that 
which would injure the growth of the valu 
able or orsamental products which he is 
striving to develop. The very culture which 
will gi trength and yigor to the plant, 
will give vigor and strength to the weeds 
if suflered to stand by its side, 
+ In the early part of the season, while the 
plants are small, and before other work be- 
comes urgent,we generally keep our grounds 
clean, and we seem to suppose that the 
weeds are effectually subdued. But us 
children, however tenderly cared for in 
early lile, if exposed to eyil influences and 
evil examples, without restraint, will de~ 
yelop bad habits and dispositions, so with- 
out constant attention during that portion 
of the year in which the temperature and 
moisture causes the seed to germinate, the 
weeds will grow. 

Most farmers intend to get the hoeing 
done before the commencement of haying. 
This was the rule among our fathers, who 
did not generally commence their haying 
as carly ap do good farmers now a days, 
Whieo our hay consisted mostly of red top 
and natural grasses, 1t might be allowed 
to stand longer without injury, than the 
clover and hedgegrass, on Which we now so 
generally depend, and which experience 
teaches us must be cut while it retains us 
much ua possible the property of grass, 
This renders it necessary to begin baying 
some ten to fourteen ayslearlier than for- 
merly, and the cultivator and hoe cease to 
work among the und potutous so 
much curlier, 

If a portion of the farm is devoted to 
maiket gardening or early fruits, these 
must be attended to in this season or they 
will be lost. We koow aman who bad a 
field of early potatoes, which made a fine 
showin June, and promised a fine crop, 
but the dry weather of the beated term 
checked the growth of the tubers, Ad at 
tho same Lime ripened up bis strawberries 
so rapidly that they required all the force 
he could raise, By the time the straw 
berriea wore picked the weeds fairly over 
topped the potatoes, and now what should 
be done? If be undertood to gather up 
the tares he would pull up the wheat with 
them, If he let them both grow together 
till the harvest, he would have a small 
crop of potatoes and a large crop of weed 
seed for next year. So he just put in the 
plough and turned under both weeds aud 
potatoes, and sowed turnips, Perhaps it 
was rather an expensive green crop with 
which to enrich bis soil; but almost any 
thing is better than a crop of weeds, 

During the latter partot July and August, 
the moist, sultry weather which we usually 
have, greatly favors. the growth of weeds, 
and the corn and potatoes are then 80 large 
that we cannot work among them without 
injuring the plants, Our method of plant 
ing is predicated on the idea that the 
ground is free from weeds, and that the 
plants should be placed as near ny they will 
grow without interfering with each other, 
But jo rich Jand and in wld land the weeds 
were sure to come in a molet season, Now 
would it not be better on such soil to plant 
the rows at least one foot wider part than 
we usuallydo? This would enable us to 
work among them two weeks longer, and 
without injuring the plants; and sbould 
we not be lews reluctant to give our folds 
the benoflt of another cultivation than wo 
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eby delay 4

HAVANA, June 80, via Key West July 1. 
~An American engineer from Puerto 
Principe hus urrived here, via Nuevita: 
which place he left on the 26th, and mak 
the following statement:—He left Puerto 
Principe on the 17th, At that time trivial 
results had been obtained ‘by operations in 
that vicinity. The condition of the troops 
in garrison were dreadfal, and ther num- 
bers were subject to constant depletion, 
from casualties and ‘disease. Hospitals 
were full with an average of 10 deaths a 
day, On the 14th a foraging party had 
left the city, 150 strong; but were driven 
back, and forty of them were sent to the 


hospital sick, Onthe 18th a few patriots 
entered the city in disguise, and tried to 
capture the sentinel, but were discovered 
and retreated with theloas of two. On the 
22nd, the patriots captured a detachment 
of 105 regulars at the first station from 
Principe. The regiment of Catalan yolun- 
teera had lost 200 from sickness. General 
Quesada, Commander in-Chief of the patri- 
ots, was in the vicinity, and became more 
active and bolderin his operations, The 
Spaniards attribute the recent success of 
the patriots to the presence of Americans, 
They admit that 4,000 more troops are 
arrived, and they expected large reinforce- 
ments had arrived with General Roda.— 
The garrison in Princesse arc disheartened, 
while the Cubans are in terror, and fleeing 
to the United States,

Terrible Tornado on Sunday! 


BARNS DEMOLISHED ; HOUSES UNROOFED; 
WOODS LEVELLED; OROPS DESTROYED; 
AND OTHER DAMAGES, 


From the London Free Press. 


A tornado, terribly destructive in its ef- 
fects, and tho like of which has not occur- 
red inthe West for many years, passed over 
the townships of London and Nissouri on 
Sunday afternoon last, Of the numerous 
disasters we give our readers a few samples, 
The first intimation, which the inhabitants 
‘nad of the impending storm was the ap- 

Peapice in the northwest of an intensely 
! day and wild column or cloud, which 
shed an ominous gloom over that portion 
of the sky, and gaye out a peculiar sound 
such as that heard near the sea-shore dur- 
ing alstorm. At length, this cloud, after 
gathering all its tury, burat: with terrific 
violence upon the northern part of London 
township, about the Proof Line road, 16th 
concession, Everything more or less yield- 
ed before its dreadfulmarch, Honases were 
unroofed, and their. terrified occupants 
rushed forth in dismay; barns were blown 
down, forests uprooted, fences svattered: in 
all directions, crops torn Up by the acre as 
with a mighty hand, and fields completely 
devastated, while the frightened cattle ran 
wildly bellowing through the flelds, and all 
nature in the remorseless track of the tor- 
nado presented a scene of absolute: chaos, 
A barn belonging to Mr, Chas. Wells was 
unrooted, the fences being lifted into the 
air and wafted a considerable distance, 
The dwelling house of Mr. McMechan was 
also unroofed, and a shed of moderate sizo 
lifted bodily from its foundation, and 
whirled in the air to » height ot somo 
twenty or thirty feet. 

The tarm of Mr. Jus. Scott next obstruct- 
ed ite course, Here a bush was laid waste, 
the trees being picked up and hurled for- 
ward with a deatening crash, the fences 
also being completely thrown dowa,— 
Mr, Thomas Taylor's farm was similarly 
treated; his woode and fences were levelled, 
Mr. Robt. Nicholson's house was nnroofed, 
and a new frame barn entirely derooli i 
The whirlwind had by this time reached 
the 18th concession , and here a cutter was 
seized in ita power, and hurie@ high in the 
air f distance of three quarters of a mile or 
more. ‘The house of Mr. John McRoberts 
was unroofed, and hia fences swept away 
like straw. The bush and tencea of Mr. 
Edmond Jackson and John Eyans were 
uptorn and acattered ; Mr, James Dickson's 
farm buildings wero blown in pieces, and 
Mr, Richard Needhatn's suffered little lees. 
Crossing the concession here, the roof of 
Mr, Charles Dickenson’s house was blowa 
off, and a new frame barn domolished, be- 
sides other damages of no inconsiderable 
nature, From this point, the stotm passed 
into Nissouri, and a farmer named Moore, 
while running for shelter from its approach, 
was caught and dashed forward with tro~ 
mendous violence and received serious in 
jury, Flocka of sheep wero whirlod in a 
momentinto the alr and carried headlong 
with the tempost; fence rails and cordwood 
sticks were snatched up and sent through 
tho sides of dwollings, or wedged so deeply 
{nto old stumps aa to require the united 
strength of several mon to extricate them, 

Much mora damage has no doubt beon

Teaching the Deaf and Dumb 
to Speak. 


The Pall Mall Gazette in nn article de~ 
precating the establishment of a Church 
tor worship in the sign language, says :— 

But can the deaf and dumb be taught to 
spose and hear? Yes; to articulate with 
the mouth and to perceive with the wye, so 
that sight will tell them what the tongue 
of another says. In Zhe Cornhill of Decem. 
ber, 1867, an excellent writer, whose arti- 
cle bas few, if any, assertions of a question- 
able kind, writes thus of an institution in 
Brussels: “ The conventional system of 
teaching to ee by signs is totally and 
unexceptionally abandoned, and each indi- 
vidual patientis successfully taught to speak 
with his lips.” And the same writer says: 
“There can be no reason why our own 
dumb should not be taught tu speak, and 
80 be rescued from that terrible isolation 
which has been hitherto accepted as their 
destiny.” ~ The writer, to a certain extent, 
reseinbles a man who looks abroad for the 
spectacles which are on his own nose, He 
goes to Brussels to see a wonder which he 
might to a modificd extent (for not every 
pupil is brought to the articulately speak— 
ing degree of perfection) have seen at home 
in the Old Kent road, atthe asylum for 
Deaf and Dumb; which is, if not the par- 
ent, at any rate the prototype,of all similar 
institutions in England. 

The writer in The Cornhill was requested 
to siy something in English toa deaf- 
mute at Brussels, and be writes: '* Ac- 
cordingly [selected one of them, and said 
to him, Oler-gy-man, Oler-gy-man im- 
mediately said the youth, with a perfect 
articulation, but without having the faint- 
est idea of what he was talking about.”— 
Well, the present Principal of the Old 
Kent road Asylum had a visit from the 
Japanese Embassadors when they were in 
England, and they spoke to him several 
words of Japanese (of ‘which heis as igno- 
rant as an uoborn babe) ; he by the mouth 
transferred the sounds toa deaf and dumb 
child and the child by the mouth gave 
them back to the Japanese to their perfect 
comprehension and amazemont. Moreover 
there is in Burton-crescent a Home for 
Deaf and Dumb Jews, where no compound 
system of signs such as is ih yogue at the 
Old Kent-road establishment is allowed, 
and no spelling upon the fingers practiced ; 
and there, although the principal labors 
under the disadvantage of being a foreign- 
er (the foreign pronunciation, howevar, 
being only faintly llsparni ble}; children 
may be heard to speak simple English 
sentences, and answer from the lips of a 
questioner simple English questions, in 8 
by no means perfect, but sufficiently sur- 
prising manner, The bead at that parti- 
cular place regretfully announces that the 
pupils are more apt at picking up low 
songs, which deprayed persons of both 
genders no doubt take a delight in repeat: 
ing to them, thao anything of a more 
improving character. 

It should be mentioned, also, that the 
voices of the damb (by the. Irishnan’s 
teaye) ure for the moet part 80 harsh, nasal, 
and peculiar, that a curtain time must be 
allowed before a stranger can apprehend 
more than a blur of sounds; but sometinies, 
as in the case of a little boy at the Jews’ 
Home, there is a yoice which would be 
noticeably sweet and clear among & com- 
pany of ordinary children. here is a 
notion, not altogether unfounded, that the 
deaf and dumb are of & generally weak 
mental organization ; but it is worthy of 
record that at the present time there is a 
deaf und dumb barrister of considerable 
practice (though not, of course at nisi prius), 
nnd that visitors to the exbibition at Bar— 
lington House look (with pleasure, most 
likely) upon two pictures minted by # 
deaf and dumb gentleman who twice gain: 
edt the silver medal of the Royal Academy, 
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Two Great ProveRve,—There are two 
great proverbs, one among the Turks, and 
the other among the Spanfards, both of 
which contain much which ié trae: “A busy 
man Ia troubled with but one devil; butthe 
idloman fa troubled with a thousand.” “Men

Royal Hore, GLAscow, 
June 12th, 1869, 
To the Editor of the Daily Intelligencer. 
Dean Sit,—As lam about realizing the 
dreams and aspirations of early boyhood, fn 
personally seeing what fancy #o often painted 
in glowing colora—the Old World and \ts 
varied ‘attractions, I thought a few lines 
respecting the many places of interest in this 
fine old city, in which we have been comfort. 
ably quartered for the last three days, and a 
few incidents concerning our voyage might h 
not prove uninteresting to some of your many mS 
readers, and more particularly to those who 
have some intimacy with Glasgow and its 
surroundings. After leaving that little world 
in miniature, New York,with its busy thous- 
ands, ite bustle and dip, its Broadway fash 
fons and omnibuses, the blue hills soon 
disappeared with the sun behind the ocean, 
and we were fairly out at sea invigorated by 
the ocean breeze, I felt somewhat ravenous, 
and having taken my place at the dinner 
table, prepared for ahearty meal, but pre- 
monitions of sea sickness soon manifested 
themselves nnd drove me upon deck, and for 
seven days I was prostrated with that aboml- 
nable affliction, while my friends were well 
and hearty. There is very little sympathy for 
the sufferer by those who have the good for- 
tune to escape illness ; but the kind attention 
of Dr, Flem{ngton,our Surgeon, and a brother- 
in‘law of friend Tannahill, the assistance of 
my comrades, and divers applications of*Pain 
Killer” furnished by a passenger, I was re- 
stored, and enjoyed the latter part of the 
Voyage exceedingly. During the early part 
of the voyage we had a succession of foga and 
adverse winds,and a gale for a day and night 
during which thesea gambolled andtumbled 
over our decks, frequently dashing against the 
top of the smoke stack. The last three days 
were, however, very calm and the time ex- 
pended very pleasantly. Much amusement 
was afforded by the game of shuffle-board on 
deck, and during the long twilight the sailors 
and ateerige passengers engaged ina variety 
of Scotch dances; in which some of the cabin 
passengers vigorously joined. On Wednes- 
day afternoon, after being eleven days out, 
land—long wished for—was distinguishable 
in the horizon, and the soft outline was soon 
broken into the wild and bold precipices of 
“Tory Island” with its light house on the 
north western coast of Ireland.

The Care of Sheep. 


HOW 1O GET RID OF THE TICKS, 


Some farmers inatruct each shearer {o cut 
each tick’s head off at the time of shearing. 
Tt takes a little time, and although this 
process accomplishes the desired result in 
the case of excl animal thus summarily 
served, » fuw muy ekcape—enough to make 
a respeggable sliow for the next year. 

We have adopted tlie following plan for 
years, and atsome shearings we haye not 
seen a single One of these yoracious para~ 
sites: Fill an iron tiyo-pail kettle with 
water, into which place one pound of the 
best plug tobacco, torn into small frag- 
ments, nud then placing the mixture in a 
half-liozshead tub, add say six pails of 
water, If youhaye waited one week after 
shearing, neurly every tick will be on the 
lambs. Having separated them from the 
flock, let one mun take hold of the fore logs 
and nose, and another the hind legs, and 
then dip them all under, being*careful not 
to let any of the decoction get into their 
Sieh, The man having charge of the head 
should then hold them up by the neck and 
fore legs, and the other beginning at the 
Oppermost part, press all the water possi- 
ble out of the wool into the tub, The 
process will require about two or three 
passes down the sides and back of the 
Jamb, ‘Tuisis to preserva the fluid: tor 
succeeding buts, otherwise a®dozen lamba 
would carry ir all uway in th wool, and 
the addition of water tight so dilute the 
mixture as to render it worthless, 

Eight pails will be sufficient for forty 
lami, nnd no Hock thus carefully served 
Will need the operation oftencr than once 
in three years. 

SALT. 

Sheep should be salted at least onee in 
each week, If the expenditure is not of 
essential beneilt, it 1s something that gives 
satisfaction to the animal; and why should 
we not seek to make sheep happy as well 
as men ¢

Afterward came the reading of the bible 
and the voiceot prayer in-the house; but 
of all the acenes of these blessed Sabbath 
days, sulting the sheep seems to us now ay 
among the most fitting and beautitul,— 
Hearth and Home, 


Tent Caterpill: 


We strongly urge the people of this sec~ 
tion—gardners, orchardists, and farmers, 
¢speciully—to immediately enter upon & 
war of extermination with thia destructive 
insect, Scarcely a tree of any Kind can be 
found that does not contain one or more 
heats, aud Gach of these will, if not deotroy 
ed, within a few days turn out hundreds if 
not thousandslof the caterpillars to devour 
the youny foliage, aud thue render a crop 
of fruit impossible. Bivary one is deeply 
interested in this matter, and should regard 
it a duty to demolish the last vestuge of a 
nest wherever found. ‘The early hour of 
the morning is the proper time to push the 
work. A good plan ja to wrap a piece of 
cloth on one end of natick, and atter dip 
ping itin conl ofl, thrust it into the nest, 
taking care to let none of the insects escape 
the bath, In cases where tho neata ean be 
readily reached, it iandyisable to use 4 fun 
loaded only with powder, Here again, we 
must put in a plea for the little birds, We 
believe it beyond all question that this 
affliction of caterpillars ig attributable 
solely to the wanton destruction of inneo 
tivorous birds; and the weevil, midge wud 
other insects would probably be nolksown 
if the agriculturaliav’s natural nesistania, the 
feathered tribes, were protected; instead of 
being slaughtered Gut of pure wantonnens: 
Let the statute be atringently ehifireed, anu | 
every person who shoots a robin, orlole, 
cat bird, uight hawk, bluebird, swallow 
or chick a-dee, be promptly puolshed

The London Z'imes has an attractive pic: 

ture of the condition of affairs in Australia, 
In all the chief contres of settlement, it 
says, Australia is as civilized o country as 
England itself, At Melbourne, for instance, 
the streets are ag well paved, pitched and 
lighted us at Liverpool or Bristol ; the only 
difference being that they ure about three 
times as broad. The shops aro genuine 
English shops allover, ‘The roadway is 
tull of drays, waggons, carriages and ban- 
soma, just as in London, though there is 
leas danger of your being knocked down, 
Tt is a little surprising to find the rarest 
pine-applea ticketed at four a shilling, and 
an excellent hot meat dinner offered for 
sixpence ; but those novelties, at any rate, 
are not changes for the worse. Wo hardly 
know (addatho Z'imes) whether to mention 
street music as recommendation ; but if 
any London emigrant should have a fancy 
fora brass band in front ot his window, 
that feature also of his home life is repro- 
duced faithfully at the antipodys, But 
what ia to be done for the first few days of 
suspense before employment comes in and 
a chance of settling is offered ? What 
becomes of the new arrival without a shil- 
ling in his pocket, and with no knowledge 
of the country or its ways? The reply is 
promptly made. He is taken under the 
care of the state, which provides for him 
until lhe can provide for himself, In a 
cheerful and healthy suburb of the, town 
stands the Pmigranta’ Home, andin that 
establishment any emigrant destitute of 
means Is entertained until the option of 
work is found for him, To this place the 
employers of labor constantly resort, and 
bargains are struck without delay or diffi- 
culty, Our correspondent has known 
“several hundreds" of new comers engaged 
and disposed of in a few hours. 
Generally, however, the chief town is not 
the place for an emigrant to stay in, His 
aim should be the country, and from Mel- 
bourne the country can be reached in all 
directions with the greatest ease, The 
centres of mining and agricultural industry 
are connected with the capital by railways, 
beyond the railways are good macadamized 
roads, with good coaches running on them. 
These roads lead towards the interior of a 
continent almost as large as Europe, with 
every variety of soil andclimate. In some 
parts there are enormous tracts of rich land 
with hardly a tree upon it, so that no clear- 
ing 18 required to fit itfor the plough, The 
interior communications are remarkably 
good, ‘insomuch that, in case of an oyer- 
stocked labor market at one point, the 
emigrant can remoye himself with perfect 
facility and little cost to another; while in 
no place does he appear to leaye civilization 
behind him. The smallest towns and most 
remote villages are English towns and 
villages atill, fairly supplied with all the 
necessaries and not a few of the Juxuries of 
existence, Well may our correspondent 
add, after such a dercription, that no coun- 
try in the world could offer better prospects 
to the capitalist or greater advantages to 
the working man than the British colony 
at Victoria. 

A man who can do nothing whatever 
would find even Australia a bad place to 
live in; butthere is employment, and some- 
times better than employment, ready for all 
who can work und save. Just now wages 
are “maintained” —that is, are not falling, 
and the rates of payment are certainly 
pleasant to look at. Masons and brick- 
layers get 103 a day; carpenters, 93; build: 
ers, laborers, 78; blacksmiths, 80s a week; 
wheelwrights, 853 to 40s. On the farm a 
shepherd may get his £40 a year; a hut 
keeper, £22; a lad who can milk, 123 a 
week ; and a general farm-laborer, 15s. | 
‘Common labor,’ it is added by way of 
summary, ‘may be quoted at 6s to 73 a day. 
Nor are these wages reduced inactual value 
by high charges of living. Perhaps lodg- 
ings are rather dear, but where a dinner of 
the best meat, bread, and vegetables with- 
out stint can be had for sixpence, living 
must needs be cheap. 


Settling Property on an Wife. 


BY HENRY WARD BEECHER. 


When men are prosperous, and are mak- 
ing money, and consider themsclyes rich, 
I wonder that it so seldom comes home to 
them that they are liable to reverses, which 
would plunge their families into the utmost 
pecuniary distress, Men know that busi- 
ness is subject to fluctuations, and that 
nothing is more frequent than that men 
should in one year have all the comforts 
and advantages of wealth, and the next 
year be stripped bare. But a vicious bope- 
fulness prevents them from realizing that 
they shall ever be subject to this fate which 
befalls others. 

Men expect to live; they do not antici- 

pate bankruptcy. When times change, 
and the pinch comes, it is too late to inake 
provision for the family.” The wife, the 
children, the whole household ure suddenly 
plupged into distress, Indeed, much as 
the business man suffers himselt, bis own 
pangs ore the least parc of the suffering. 
Thave lived long cnough to see the 
overthrow of n great many families be- 
cause the father, believing that he should 
live and always p them in comfortable 
circumstances, had neglected to make an 
indepeudent provision tor them, 
At the man’s death the estate proves 
either insolvent, or isreduced to minimum. 
The wife, not trained to business, is obliged 
to settle the estate by agents, What with 
unskilful management, carelessness, or 
even sometimes, with deliberate fraud, the 
residuum melts in her bands, and the 
widow with five or six young children to 
be fed, clothed, and educated, finds herself 
alone and penniless! Habits cannot be 
changed inaday. She has not been trained 
to business. She may have been a good 
housekeeper, but now she must earn money, 
which isa very diferent thing from or- 
dering & household skilfully. Some, ut- 
terly overmatched, break down uader the 
trial, and the children are scattered like 
young partridges whose mother the hawk 
has devoured, 

I bolieve it to be the duty of every man 
who is prosperous, out of debt, and making 
money, to settle upon his wife a certain 
amount of property, which shall not be ef- 
fected by either his bankruptey or bia 
death. ‘Tbis may be dono by a life insu= 
ranco—especially if it be a policy which 1s 
not forfeited by n ot of payment, Bat 
a still better way is to settle upon the wife 
4 good house, and the furniture, Then, if 
misfortune comes, the man will still haye a 
home, He will be secure at the root, and 
may begin again with some hop: It death 
takes away the father, the neat remains, 
The childramdo not need to bosnonttereds 

Some persons have questioned: whothen 
scrupulous honesty would allow one to hold 


property, A settlement of ‘property on 
auother, whilo debt -hangs over, eithér for 
the sake of avoiding payaieht of debt, or 
securing rhe family, would po fraudulent, 
Alshonest, and wicked.)

Important Amendment in the 
Criminal Law. 


The following are the principal clauses 
of Mr, Sandfield Macdonald’s measure en- 
titled “ An Act for the more speedy trial in 
certain cases,of persons charged with felon- 
jes and misdeameanors, in the Province of 
Ontario and Quebec :—” 

Any person committed to jail for trial on 
a charge of being guilty of any offence for 
which ite may be tried wim Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions of the Peace, may with his 
own cgpsent, of which consent an entry 
shall then be made of record, and subject 
to the provisions hereinafter made, be tried 
out of Sessions, and if conyicted, may be 
sentenced by the Judge. 

Tt shall be the duty of every Sheriff with- 
in twenty-four hours after any prisoner 
charged us aforesaid is committed to jail 
for trial, to notify the Judge in writing 
that such prisoner is so confined, stating 
his name and the nature of the charge pre- 
ferred against him, whereupon with as 
little delay as possible, such Judge shall 
cause the prisoner to be brought up before 
him, 

If the prisoner on being so arraigned and 
consenting as aforesaid ¢pleads not guilty, 
the Judge shall appoint an early day, orthe 
same day, for his trial, and it shall be the 
duty of the County Attorney or Clerk of the 
Peace to supbans the witnesses named in 
the depositions, or such of them, and such 
other witnesses ag he may think requisite 
to prove the charge, to attend at the time 
appointed for such trial, and the prisoner 
being ready, the Judge shall proceed to try 
him, and if he is found guilty, sentence 
shall be passed as in the Jast perceding 
section mentioned, butfif he is found not 
guilty, the Judge shall immediately dis— 
charge him from custody, so far as respects 
the charge in question, 

The Judge sitting on any such trial for 
all the purposes thereof and proceedings 
connected therewith or relating thereto, ia 
hereby constituted a Court of Record, and 
the record jn any such case shall be fyled 
among the records of the Court of General 
Sessions of the Peace as indictments are, 
and as part of such records,

The said Wurrant 
may be in the Form in edule * OC," and 
the conviction for contempt in the Form 
in Schedule “ D,” to this Act, and shall be 
authority to the person and officers therein 
required to act, to do as therein they are 
respectively directed, c 

All the powers and duties hereby cou- 
ferred and imposed upon the Judge shall 
be exercised and performed in the Province 
of Ontario by any County Judge, Junior or 
Deputy Judge, nuthorized to act as Chair- 
man of ethe General Scasions of th Peace 
and in the Province of Quebec, in any Dis- 
trict wherein there isa Judge of the Ses- 
sions, by such Judge of the Sessions, and 
in any District wherein there is no Judge of 
Sessions but wherein there is a District 
Magistrate, by such District Magistrate, in 
any District wherein there is neither a Judge 
of Sessions nor a District Magistrate by the 
Sheriff of such District, 

This Act shall apply only to the Pro- 
vinces of Ontario and Quebec.

Notes and Comments. 

A farm has recently been bought near 
Placeyille, California, consisting of 600 
acres with a large orchard, 60,000 bearing 
vines, brick house, barn, wine house, &c., 
for an object which deserves a passing no- 
tice. Itisintended for a Japanese Colony 
to be brought over forthe purpose of cul- 
tivating tea and producing fine silk. A 
village isto be built on the farm. Each 
family isto have a cottage and garden ut- 
tached. Mulberry trees and tea plauts are 
to be assigned to each family when the 
plants are ripe for plucking. Euch tamily 
will feed its own worms, spin its own co- 
coons, pudemecelve payment according to 
quantity abd quality. Tea will be manu 
factured on the same priociple, and wine 
also. There will also be ® large nursery 
for the growth and sale of Japanese trees. 
This points to a very curious complication 
of affairs in the not tar off future, both 
commercially aud socially, tor Japanese 
ladies are coming as well as gentlemen,aod 
the possible results are shadowed in the 
following extract from a letter of a French- 
man ;— 

“Unlike other Eastern people, there is 
something about the Japanese that is con- 
genial to Europeavs, Having spent sowe 
years in Japao, with opportunities of 
official position to observe the higher 
clasaes, we pronounce them in no way our 
inferiors, The men are dignified, well 
educated, exceedingly polite, brave, and 
fall of ingenuity. The women have refined 
delicacy, very pretty forms and features, 
and a very winning address. They ure 
scrupulously neat in their house’ ‘eoping.— 
Their accomplishments are quite up to our 
standard, They are healthy, fr and 
industrious, and yery affectionate, In any 
of the refined circles of the capitals of 
Europe, we know # hundred Japanese 
ladies that would command their own 
choice of husbands. Not only is it their 
personal charms that would be admired, 
but these would, in the eye of matrimony, 
be well endorsed by the absence of the 
expensive habits that, in our own belles, 
interpose so terrible an obstacle to mar- 
riage.” .

The Storm at Woodstock. 


The Rev. W. 'T. McMullen, pastor of 
Knox's Church, Woodstock, sends the fol- 
lowing account of the terrific hail storm 
w the Globe 

A hailstorm of a yery appalling charac- 
ter passed over our town on Sabbath even- 
ing, shortly before 6 o'clock, After about 
forty-eight hours of continuous and heavy 
rain, the sky cleared considerably about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, and the cool tem- 
perature of the preceding days was im- 
mediately succeeded by very sultry heat.— 
Loud peals of thunder commenced in the 
north-west about 5 o'clock ; the heavens 
grew very dark aud tlireatening, as if a 
tornado were coming, and in the course of 
twenty minutes the nearness and startling 
teverberations of the thunder aroused the 
snost heedless. The suspense was brief.— 
Immediataly, as if the town were being 
shelled by an immense besieging army, the 
roofs were rattling and the windows break- 
ing wader the terrific play of volley after 
volley of, 1 sball not say hail-stones, but 

lamps of ice, from two to three ounces in 

weight,and of every variety ofshape. Com- 

ing in through the windows, they bounded 

up off the floors and rattled about in the 

most frighttul manner. Some families, 

in terror that their houses would break 

down, fled to the cellars, not daring, 
of course, to venture outside and en- 
counter the hail, Others stood in dumb 
terror, or attempted to quiet the terrified 
children, Momentarily the fury of the 
descending hail would abate, and members 
of families could speak to one another so 
as to be heard; and the next instant, the 
house would be literally trembling under 
the pounding of the hail on the roof. In 
the six windows on the north side of the 
Church of which I was pastor, only seven 
panes remain unbroken. Chalmer’s Church 
has suffered even more severely, being 
broken on both sides. The windows in 
the north side of Erakine Church are com- 
pletely shattered. The Babtist Institute 
lost over seven hundred panes of glass — 
The windows on the west side of the Town 
Hall were also demolished. All the large 
buildings seem to have been centres of as- 
sault; but even to the smallest, in some 
parts of the town, scarcely a house escaped. 
Sixty lights were broken in the manse in 
which I live, though the main part of the 
building is protected by a wide verandah. 
About half the leaves are battered off the 
trees, and all the branches are marked 
with the wounds made by the hail, Grass 
that was fit for mowing is not merely laid 
flat,but cut offand pounded to the ground, 
so that itis useless, Wherever wheat, or 
other crops, came under the action of the 
hail, it was totally destroyed, The gardens 
present a most pitiful spectacle. Branches, 
leaves, young apples, cherries, plums, 
grapes, &c,, are strewn in all directions, It 
1saground of thankfulness that the work 
of devastation did not extend through any 
considerable portion of the surrounding 
country. Only very few farms suffered any

sweeten pies and tarts after they are baked 
than befure it. The difficulty which is 
usually met in this case, however, is that 
much of the sugar, 20 applied passes into 
the stoinach without affecting the palate. 
Sugar cauoot pare its taste until it bas 
been diewlved. When we mix sugar with 
tes, coffe or pudding, it becomes dissolved 
and wege tis whole sweetening power.— 
When we pour large quantities of sugar 
powder, or atill Worse, sugar in crystals, 
over pies, strawberries, &c., alarge portion 
of it never affects the palate, but passes 
directly to the stomach, and whatever may 
be anid by popalar theoretical writers who 
prate of carbon, nitrogen, oxygen, &., at 
third band, sugar is very apt to produce 
derangement of the digestive orgs, The 
proper way, therefore, is to dissolye the 
suger and poor it over the articles to be 
eaten, The quantity of sugar which boil 
ing water will dissovle 19 wonderful, ond 
warm milk or cream takes up enough for 
all ordinary purposes, aod does not deposit 
it sgain wheo cold, Of course it will not 
do to boil the milk orerenm, as that would

A TERRIBLE STORY OF LEPROSY 
SANDWICH ISLANDS —THH CHAMBER 
HORRORS AND THE DANCE OF DEATH 


Sandwich Islands Correspondence of the San 
Francisco Bulletin 
After a few days of very quiet life in 
Holaia I began to look with no little curi- 
osity towards a low peninsula to the weat- 
ward onthe north coast of Molokai. It is 
the home of the lepers, A awift and for- 
tunately smooth sail under the shadow of 
stupendous cliffs, that make beautiful and 
terrible this side of the island, brought one 
safely to the shore; there, watching its 
chance, the canoe plunged in upon the 
beach over the breakers that render land. 
ing in this neighborhood yery unsafe and 
often impossible. 
‘ROOM FOR THE LEPERS, ROOM 
The peninsula, perhaps three miles broad, 
spreading a couple of miles into the sea, is 
so completely isolated that you could bard- 
ly imagine a more appropriate or secure 
retreat for the peas victims of leprosy. A 
rough sea breaks continually upon a wild, 
forbidding coast. At the back an almost 
perpendicular wall towes to the height of 
8,000 feet. There is but one avenue of 
approach by lend—n narrow, zigzag trail 
cut in the face of this wall, dropping pain~ 
fully into the plain below, no doubt fillin, 
the breast of the unhappy leper, who is 
conducted hither by an officer, with sick- 
neas and horror, and he feels that now in- 


deed he is banished out ofjbe world and 
forgotten of men, Athis home, if he haye 
one worthy the name, he is more or less 
regarded with reserve, Many of the natives 
are quite afraid of the contagion ; I believe 
the disease is generally considered a3 con- 
tagious, Here he is better cared for than he 
could be elewhere ; hia food, clothing and 
shelter are certainties ; they were perad- 
yenture before, Being amongst his fellows 
—the constant associate of those who, like 
himself, are in some sense condemned to a 
living death—be is always treated with 
consideration and kindne What can be 
more natural than, at least, contentment ? 
‘FIRST, THE WORST.” 

Forty years ago a foreigner who visited 
the islands communicated this most horri- 
ble of diseases to a native women,and from 
them have sprung the seeds that even at 
this late day can hardly be eradicated. Every 
island in the kingdom is haunted with the 
miserable victims, ao terribly branded that 
no artifice under heayen can mask their 
deformity, 


A FEW FACTS. 

It is almost like misfortune added to 
misfortune thatthe leprosy is not more 
awift in its work of destruction, One may 
live fifteen or twenty years. The following 
brief statistics made some time since at the 
settlement, shows the number of cases in 
proportion to their standing: Of171 lepers 
—2 cases were of fifteen years standing; 8 
of 14 yoars; 2 of 18 years; 7 of 12 years; 
9 of 10 years; 7 of 9 years; 32 of 8 years; 
94 from 1 to 8 years; 15 under 1 year. In 
some instances it seems to have been here- 
ditary, but not always. The younges, 
leper now at the settlement 1s about six 
years of age, and there is one old man 
posed to be in his 80th year. The settle- 
ment was established in January, 1866,— 
Since that time, 870 lepers have been cared 
for by the Government; of these, 84 have 
died, not a large proportion when you con- 
sider that some amopg them had been 
lepers ten or twelve years. Lads between 
the ages of 12 to 16, girls from 16 to 18, 
seem to be the worst cases. Afterwards,the 
symptoms are, in a measure, modified, and 
the patient gradually passes away. So far, 
no relief has been found in this part of the 
world; mineral and vegetable pharmacy 
haye been exbausted in the vain hope of 
discovering some check to the progress of 
tho disease. Its first symptoms are almost 
imperceptible; it is, therefore, difficult to 
pronounce upon some of them. To avoid 
errors a temporary retreat is established at 
Honolulu called 


THE KAHILI ASYLUM, 


Here all doubtful cases are attended to, 
and the patient has nothing to do but wait 
for further developments, such as the thick- 
ening of the lobe of the ear, swelling of the 
hands and feet, paralysis of the arms and 
fingers, ulceration, otc. There is a deadly 
look in the eye which can hardly be mis- 
taken. With all theso dreadful signals of 
doom there is no psin. The es are 
benumbed, and most fortunately so. As 
soon as it becomes certain that the patient 
1g really @ leper, he is sent at once and for 
cyer tothe aavlum at Molokai, where he is 
housed and served with a fale allowance of 
eatables per day, while all his little griev- 
ances sre attended to in a genial though 
firm way. The order was almost perfect 
during my stay, and I give. the entire 
credit to the persuasive Obristian discipline 
of Mr, and Mrs, Walsh, I am moreover 
satisfied that no community of whites, 
under the same circumstance, would behave 
themsclyes ns well as these poor natives, 
The worst features of the disease are an 
uphealthy appetite and a complete de- 
moralization, the passinns becoming al- 
most ungovernable, Every Sunday there 
19 some service held in one of the hospital 
wards, Prayer, exhortation and psalm 
singing baye become a second nature with 
the old people. A little church is talked 
of. They will doubtless haye one before 
long, part of the funda béing already in 
hand, The Sunday evening I spent there 
we were all edifled for four houra at a 
stretch by a choir of native boys ainging 
readily by note out of one copy of the Ply- 
mouth collection, Let us turn back and 
look into the hospital ag it is, 


THR CHAMBERS OF HORKOKS, 

We enter the room, Mats spread on all 
sides are covered by about a dozen or fifteen 
recumbent figures, among the worst of the 
bad cases. A fotid odor, faint but percepti- 
ble, pervades the apartmen’, © hear 
bard, hoarso breathing, harsh whispers, 
and deep sighs from those who can never 
again speak with their old voices, The 
decay of the vocal organs is almoat the last 
atago of the plague, and seems tho moat 
terrible of all, Tbe patient ia usually by 
this time one mass of corruption, What 
faces are turned to us as we gropo among 
the half conscivus sufferers !—tfaces that 
look as though they had been hacked 
twenty times across with a broad axe, and 
each gash healing had loft n horrid scam. 
Ears swollen to twice their natural wizo, 
raw looking and bloody, while the enor- 
mous lobes, hanging nearly to tho shoulder, 
ooze with a sickening pus. There are 
those with nostrils slowly withering away, 
some with no nasal at all, only an uloerous 
cavity remains, too abominable to be 
thought of fora moment, Fingers grown 
sharp at the ends, sloughing theskin, shed- 
ding the joints one by one, This man can 
Iny hold of and remove a too without any 
sensation. What is it that so paralyses the 
sensibilities! Nothing but death itsolf, 
grasping tho vitals, They are but one 
half alive, these lepers, and carry their own 
Infectious corpse about with them. One 
man, sitting in a malo, a narrow strip of 
cloth about the loins, is covered from head 
to foot with large, hard swelliags, There

THE DANOK OF DEATH. 

It is proof enough oftheir indifference or 
the future aa well as their contentment with 
the present, to find that once upon a time 
these decaying remnants of humanity de- 
liberately gave a graud ball at the hospital. 
There was o general cleaning out of dis- 
abled patients and a brushing up of finery, 
while the ball itself was the great topic of 
conversation, Two or three young fellowa 
who hada few fingers left, began to pick 
up a tune or two on native flutes mene if 
bamboo. Though rather melancholy in 
tune, they were certainly not inappropriate 
to the occasion, The old, young, and mid- 
dle aged took as few turns in a dark corner, 
getting their stiffened joints limber again, 
and so familiarizing their ungracefal forms 
with the hollow mockery of the waltz. 
Night came at last, the lamps flamed in the 
death chamber of the lazer house. The 
wheezing voices no Jonger musical, the 
shuffling of half paralyzed limbs over the 
bare floor, the wild sea moaning in the 
night, alltended to make the scene most 
unearthly, The flutes began their shrill, 
dolorous piping; there was a rushing to 
and fro of wild figures. A bleeding, halt 
blind piperseized on another of the ac~ 
cursed beings, snatching her, as it were, 
from her grave, in all her loathsome clay, 
he dragged her into the intoxicating whirl 
of the dance.

The Australian Wild Horse, 


“ The wild horse of Australia,” says the 
Avoca Mail; “will unquestionably at no 
distant date, like the mustang of the South 
American pampas, occupy in vast numbers 
the almost boundless plains of the interior, 
On the South Australian border, in Vic- 
toria, where some few years ago wild horses 
were comparatively few in uumber, large 
herds are now to be found. Daring periods 
of/great drought these herds travel great 
distances in search of pasture, and on some 
stations detract considerably from the yalue 
of the runs to the north-west, The neigh- 
bourhood of the malee ecrub at the present 
season appears to be a favourite resort for 
wild horses, Feeding on the plains in 
mobs of 15 to 80 mares with colts at loot, 
thesire a stallion whose progeny are usually 
of one colour, is most careful of bis family, 
on the slightest alarm leading his charge 
at full speed under the shelter of the almost 
impenetrable scrub. © Several successful 
musterings of these steeds of the plain have 
been made of late, we are informed and 
of the colts broken and sent to market, but 
from the cheapness of horse flesh all over 
the Colony, the speculation had not paid 
Many hundreds haye been shot at the va- 
rious stations, apparently without reducing 
their number, Wild cattle in the neigh- 
borhood of the malee scrub have also be- 
come a complete nuisance. On the sheep 
stations beet of excellent quality is supplied 
all the year round as ratinns to the men 
employed, The wildcattle are hunted like 
the buffalo of the North American plains, 
and are said to be gradually increasing in 
numbers and parang towards the Far 
North. The most astonishing circumstance 
attaching to these wild herds of cattle is 
that, notwithstanding on the stations near 
their haunts sheep and other stock are 
dying yery fast trom the effects of the 
drought, these denizens of the plain appear 
in excellent health and sleek as moles. A 
most beautiful sight it is tosee a large mob 
of wild horses startled on the plains, gallop- 
ing at full speed, their unkempt manes 
floating in the wind, the speed of which 
they scem to equal, their tai saweeping the 
ground—they present to the eye » perfect 
embodiment of beauty and freedom.—Ade- 
liade Observer.

There being nothing else to write about, 
the papers are endeavoring to get up an 
agitation respecting » second Chamber for 
Ontario. While the discussion 1s beng 
conducted with considerable spirit and 
oi, it is gratifying to observe that but 
comparatively few journals fayor the idea, 
The TorontoLeader representing one party, 
and the Hamilton Times the other, were 
the first to advocate the establishment of 
an Upper House, and in fact, are about the 


only papers which have supported 
the scheme, Although there has been a 
rent deal written about the matter, we 
must confess the arguments advanced by 
ita supporters have failed to convince us of 
the desirability of a change, It1s argued 
that more efticient legislation would be 
secured ; that the Governmental machinery 
would be more symemetricul; that a foun- 
tain of honor would be furnished for men 
of distinction; and that there should be 
some check upon the variable will of a 
popular Chamber. As to ellicient legisla - 
tion we do not know that there is much 
reason to find fault with the acts of the 
Ontario Legislature. We might consplain 
of the management of some of its depart- 
ments; we might justly find fault with 
Mr, Richards for inaugurating a policy 
ruinous to the best interests of the country, 
but then no Upper House could remedy the 
evils caused by his depargmental stupidity. 
The only way to reach the evil there,would 
be to substitute some one in his place who 
Understood his business; 

The whole root of the argument is this; 
In the first place there is a check upon 
hasty and arbitrary legislation in a healthy 
Opposition, which will always be found in 
any legislative body; there is the check of 
the popular will expressed through a tree 
and independent press ; there is the check 
of the superior Legislature, the House 
of Commons, which has, to a cer- 
tain extent the supervision of the Acts 
of the Local Government ; and there isthe 
cheek of the polling booth, which has the 
moat effectual and potent influence in favor 
of cfliciont logislation, There is very 
little fear with all these checks that the 
country will sufler from hasty, crude or 
arbitrary legislation, The only thing to 
fear is that under our present system we 
may not have too much legislation, Look 
at the system as itis, We have Townal 
Councils, School Boards, Town Councils, 
County Councils, Local  Legislacures 
and the House of Commons, all 
possessed with extraordinary legislative 
powers, but all directly responsible to the 
popular will, Tn the Federal Parliament 
we have the two branches, the Commons 
and the Senate, the one acting asa check 
upon the other; but why carry out this 
principle in tho leaser bodies? If it be 
wise and prudent to establish second 
Obamber for the Local Legislature, why 
not have a second Chamber for the County 
Councils, yw Councila and School 
Boards? The legislation of these bodies 
in somotimes as important as the. legisla~ 
tion of the larger bodies, involving large 
expenditures and questions of vast impor: 
tance, requiring careful consideration, and 
needing the supervision of an Upper 
House us much as the legislation of those 
larger bodies, 

The faot is, our system otf Government 
is already sufficiently cumbersome, without 
adding the usoless appendage of a second 
Chamber to the Ontario Legislature, Tt ts 
altogether unnecessary, aa the business of 
the country can be satisfactorily transacted 
by the present House, and would anvolye 
OO expenditure altogether unwarranted, 
and to which the country would not will 
ingly submit,

This improvement was scarcely 
looked for, in the face of such heavy re- 
ceipta; but with reported increase of yermin 
in the Wisconsin districts, and in the Eng- 
lish plantations, in addition to the heavy 
export draft made within the last few days 
BRR our reducedl stocks, we are not surpris- 
ed tonote the improvement. The writer 
of these reports haa just returned, from a 
tour to the great hop districts of + Old 
Schoharies.’ “A review of the observations 
therein made would only confirm the re- 
ports we haye recently published concern- 
ing this locality, and the same remarks will 
apply to other districts in this State,— 
Yards which have been wellcultivated and 
kept free from weeds, appear a hundred 
percent. better than those which have been 
neglected, The yine in neglected yards 
looks spindling and weak, and haa but 
just reached the tops of the poles; while 
thoae in the better cultivated yards are 
well armed out, and already begin to blos- 
som. A cireful examination of the under- 
leaf, in all the yards we visited, showed a 
slight sprinkling of the insect, which is not 
likely to increase as long as the weather 
continues cool and unpleasant as now,— 
Buyers were through Schoharie the fore 
partofthe week, offering 6c to 100 per 
Ib, The latter price was freely for choice 
grades, Exports last week, 8,180 bales, 
Receipts, 1,416 bales. Total exports for 
the season, from the port of New York, 
65,925 bales! Our London correspondent 
favors us with the following, under date 
June 24 ;—* Our market is quiet for home 
growths, but Americans ore in stronger re- 
quest, particularly best sorts, ranging from 
623 to 60a percwt. Low grades are difficult 
to place, Our plantation reports, with the 
exception of Mid and Bast Kent, are very 
unsatisfactory, vermin being on the increase, 
and the yine gradually losing its strength ; 
but there is, of course, sufficient time for 
thinga to mend, should favorable weather 
ensue, Reports from Bavaria are more 
favorable, fly being hardly so prevalent, 
and the ying making progress, Bohemia 
and Belgium do not appear to be doing at 
all well?”

Harmony in things Essential, 


The Queen Mr. Peabod 


(From the Boston ost.) 


It would be difficult for any one to pay a 
more delicate or graceful compliment than 
that which Queen Victoria has just paid to 
our munificent countryman, George Pea- 
body. Mr, Peabody,as is well understood, 
left England very unexpectedly, and with 
out allowing his departure to be knowa 
beyond a narrow circle of friends. But the 
fact of his embarkation, and of his extreme- 
ly feeble health, found its way into the 
English journals, and soon came to the 
knowledge of Her Majesty, who, with that 
goodness of heart which has always char~ 
acterized her, and which Americans have 
never failed to appreciate and admire,gave 
immediate expression to her feelings in the 
following autograph note, which we learn, 
has been received by Mr, Peabody within a 
few days past, and of which we have been 
fortunate enough to obtain a copy :— 

Wrnpaor Castir, June 20, 1869, 

“The Queen is very sorry that Mr, Pea- 
body's sudden departure bas made it im- 
possible for her to soo him before he left 
Nngland, and she is concerned to hear that 
he has gone in bad health. 

“She now writes him a line to express 
her hope that he may return to this country 
quite recovered,and that she may then have 
the opportunity,of which she has now been 
deprived, of seeing him and offering bim 
hor personal thanks for all he lias done for 
the people.” 

The note was transmittedby Mr. Arthur 
Helps, the Clerk of the Privy Council, who 
adda thatthe Queen also commanded him 
“to be sure and charge Mr. Peabody to re- 
port himself on his return to Eogland,” 

How much there is in such an act of con- 
sideration and kindness on the part of Queen 
Victoria, towards one whom all Americans 
are proud of, to soften the asperities grow- 
ing out of public controversies between the 
two nations! The exquisite portrait of Her 
Majesty, which she sent to Mr. Peabody 
two or three years ayo, is now at the Dan- 
vers Institute in the same apartment with 
the beautiful gold medal presented to him 
by Congress in the name of the people of 
the United States. Buta little note like 
this, coming so plainly from the Queen’s 
heart, as well as ira her own hand, has a 
significance and a value far above any mere 
material gifts, however costly.

Power of the Ocean Tides, 


“Tu je eaid that there is power enough in 
the rise and fall of the tidesto drive all the 
machinery that man would ever have oc- 
casion to use.” This paragraph, from one 
of the April numbers of the Jounal of Min- 
ing, \s&most suggestive one, eays the 
Engineering and Mining Journal, considered 
from a mechanical and utilitarian point of 
view, we propose to show by a rough eati- 
mate, 

In many parts of the seashore the rise and 
fall of the tide is considerable. To the Bay 
of Fundy, 70 feet; at the mouth of the 
Severn and at St. Mulo, France, 46 feet; at 
Guernsey and Jersey, $2 to 88 feet; at the 
mouth of the Scheld, 20 feet; and along 
the coast of Holland, from 10 to 16 feet; in 
the Adriatic, only 2y fect; while in the 
rest of the Mediterranean the tides are 
scarcely perceptible; along the east const 
of the United States the tides vary from 4 
to 10 and 20 feet, 

As the original tide-wave is generated in 
the Pacific Occan, and moves weatward 
with the apparent motion of sun and moon 
it is clear that gulls haying their mouthe 
tunnel shaped,and opposed to the direction 
of the tidal wave, like the Red Sea, will 
have a strong tide. Aa the tide wave moves 
from'the Pacific Ocean uround the Cape of 
Good Hope, and then northward in the 
Atlantic Ocean, the samo peculiarities are 
observed—uny gulf having its mouth to 
ward the south, and tunnel-shaped,like the 
Bay of Fundy, will have a sttong tide, and 
where the mouth ia narrow, like that of 
Chesapeake Bay, the tide wave will be lesa 
high than inthe tree ocean. When the 
tide wave reaches any place on the conat 
from two sides, as is often the case behind 
large islands, the effect will be to Increase 
or diminish its holght, according as the 
high tides coincide, or the high and low 
tides neutralize one another. 

We have no spoce to apply those rules to 
the numerous special localities, from obser: 
vations of which they have boen deduced ; 
but thoy serve to show that the subject has 
been thoroughly lnvestigated,and isas woll 
understood as any other im physical geo~ 
graphy. The power oxerted by tho tides 
every day wlong thousands of milos of sen 
const is especially remarkable, as itis the 
only natural force directly dependent on 
gravitation,which owes ei hen to the heat 
of the sun, itself a result of gravitation and 
in ite turn thb cause of all other force on 
the surface of our planct, either wind or 
Wator-powor, steam power, or the power of 
animals. 

To estimate the power of tho tides, all 
that is necessary is thd consideration of the 
san and moon (principally of the’ latter) 
acting in opposition to terrestrial gravita 
tion, elevates the surfaco of a large portion 
of the octan, noarly twice in twenty-four 
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down at 100,000,000 square miles, or one 
half the surface of the earth, taking this a 
200,000,000 of aquare miles, of which the 
ocean occupies about three-fourths,are 150,- 
000,000. Every square mile of water two 
feet thick contains nearly 60,000,000 cubit 
feet, or 3,840,000,000 pounds of water, and 
this, multiplied by 100,000,000, the number 
of square miles affected by the tide, gives 
the enormous number. of 768,000,000,000,- 
000,000 ‘foot pounds exerted every 124 
hours or 750 minutes, which gives per 
minute a power of 100,000,000,000,000,000 
foot pounds, Dividing this by 83,000 to 
reduce it to horae power, we obtain nearly 
2,000,000,000,000 horse power as the total 
power of the tide-wave over the whole sur- 
face of the earth, 

Only « small portion of this power, how- 
ever, can be made available—namely, that 
which is spent on the sea coasts of cont 
nents and islands,

Helense of Rev. Mr. McMahon. 


Tho following document explaing the 
reason of the liberation of Rey. Mr, Mc- 
Mahon, It ls one of the most extraordinary 
State papers ever issued, and we shall take 
occasion to refer to it in another issue. 

GOVERNMENT Hovag, 
Ovrrawa, Saturday, 17th July, 1869. 
Present,His Excellency the Governor General 
in Counell, 

His Excellency Inid before the Council a 
report dated 15th July, 1869, from the Hon, 
the Minister of Justice, which Is hereinto an- 
nexed, recommending that the remainder of 
the term of imprisonment which John Mc~ 
Mahon, a Fenian convict, ia now undergoin, 
In the Provincial Penitentiary be remitted, 
and that the prisoner be discharged from 
confinement, 

‘The reasons adduced inthe reportof the 
Minister of Justice having been fully con- 


sidered, His Excellency in Council has been 
pleased to order, and itis hereby ordered,that 
the remainder of the sentence of the sald 
prisoner, John McMahon, be remitted, and 
that he be discharged from confinement,

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 
Orrawa, July 16, 1869. 
The Queen vs, John McMahon, 

The defendant in this caso, whois a Roman 
Catholic clergyman,was convicted in October, 
1866, of having, as an American citizen, en- 
tered into Canada with intent to levy war 
against the Queen, with having unlawfully 
nd with being in Canada 
with other evil-disposed persona while com— 
mitting an act of hostility, 

On this conviction he was sentenced to 
death, but the sentence was commuted to im- 
prisonment for 20 years, in accordance with a 
despatch from Lord Carnarvon, the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, bearing date the 
24th November, 1866. 

The defendant was one of a large body of 
men commonly known as Fenians, who in- 
yaded Canada in June, 1866, during which 
time they committed various outrages, resist- 
ed Herne troops,and killed and injured 
many of Her maven jubjects, Of the jus- 
tice of the verdict, the learned Judge who 
tried the prisoner, declared that he entertain: 
ed no doubt. The prisoner, since his conyic- 
tion, has been undergoing his sentence in the 
Penitentiary at Kingston. 

At the same Assizes a number of persons 
were tried for being concerned in the same 
invasion, and 22 persons found guilty, includ- 
ing the prisoner. Among the acquitted was 
one David F. Lumsden, a clergyman of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States, 

Since the conviction of the prisoners nu- 
merous petitions from all parts of Canada 
have been presented for his release, or a mit- 

ation of his sentence, The Roman Catho- 

ic hierarchy and clergy have taken especial 
faterest in his case, and the Archbishop of 
Halifax made a special visit to Ottawa to 
intercede for him, 

Petitions haye also been presented for 
some of the other prisoners. 

With respect to all these Fenian prisoners 
except McMahon, the undersigned would 
consider it altogether inadvisable to enter- 
tain favorably any such application, for the 

resent at least. 

The Fenian organization in the United 
States, which caused so great a loas of life 
and property in 1866, still exists in full activ 
ity ; its leaders still proclaim their intention 
of nitackin Canada, and the Dominion is 
put to considerable expense in proparations 
to ward off these threatened attacks, 

Until this body is formally and finally dis— 
solved, and ceases to threaten"the peace of 
our borders, it would be obviously improper 
toadd to thelr numbers by releasing men 
who would in all probability rejoin the 
Fenian body, and be treated as martyra who 
had eutfered in thelr cause. 

The case of McMahon, in itself, presents 
no redeeming features, -wudy Jud on ite 
own merits, there would be no reason for 
extending to him any exercise of the Royal 
mercy. But, the undersigned is of opinion 
that it would be wise to make his an excep- 
tional caso, for two reasons, viz : 

lat. ‘hat there were two clergymen tried 
for the same offence—one a Catholic, the 
other a Protestant. The former was found 
guilty, and tho lattor acquitted. 

While the evidence, against Lumaeden 
showed somo fayorable features which might 
warrant an acquittal by the jury, enough was 

roved again him legally to support a ver- 
ict for the Crown, 

If not all, a majority of the jurors, in both 
casos, were Protestants; and the under- 
signed believes that there aan impression, 
however ill founded,among the co religioniste 
of McMahon, that even-handed justice was 
not administered in these two cases, and # 
good deal of irritation has been engendered 
thereby. 

Now it is important not only that impar- 
tial justice should be administered jn fact,but 
that the country should feel and believe that 
{t haw boon so administered, and It Is eapeci- 
ally advinable that any contrary impression 
should be removed from the minds of the 
Irish Roman Catholics in Canada. 

‘The second and principal reason, however, 
Js that her Majesty's Government and Canada 
owe a dobt of gratitude to the whole body of 
tho Catholic clergy in Canada, ‘They were 
unwearled in thelr exertions in the cause of 
loyalty and good order they #) ared no palna 
to prevent tho sproad of the Fenian organi 
zation through the Provinces, and it ia-due 
to their influence and exhortations that this 
nefarious conspiracy made but little headway 
among us, 

Aw o mark of the appreciation of the Gov 
eroment of their noble efforts, and In order 
to moot the strongly expressed wishes of the 
Canadian Bishops, and of the distinguished 
prolate, the Archbishop of Halifax, aa well 
nafor the reason first assigned, the under 
nignod has tho honor to recommond that the 
remainder of the sentence of the prisonor be 
romitted, and that he be discharged from 
confinement
